Advent — time of joyful waiting

ALCALA PARK — The season of 
Advent, Nov. 27-Dec. 24, is a time to 
prepare to celebrate the anniversary of 
Christ’s birth, to reflect on his second 
coming at the end of time and to 
recognize the signs of God’s continued 
presence in all people, according to the 
director of the San Diego diocesan 
Center for Liturgy and Prayer. 

Advent begins the church’s liturgical 
year which culminates in the Easter 
season, said Sister Joanne Nicgorski, 
director of the center. During Advent, 
Christmas and Ephiphany, which 
commemorate the manifestation of the 
divinity of Christ, ‘‘we celebrate the 
mystery of the Incarnation.” 
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Advent celebrates God’s coming in 
the past, the future and the present, 
wrote Mark Searle in Assembly, a 
publication of the University of Notre 
Dame. 

‘We are his point of entry. His 
coming in the past remains buried in 
the past unless he comes again in us,”’ 
Searle wrote. 

Advent “‘is not a penitential season, 
but a time of joyful anticipation: when 
we focus on the coming of Christ into 
our lives every day,’’ Sister Nicgorski 
said. 

Although ‘‘we_ rejoice in 
remembering the historical event of 
Jesus’ birth, we should not focus on 
him as a baby, but on the Savior 
coming into our human situation,” 
she said. 
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lizes one of the four weeks in Advent, a season of re- 
flection and joyful expectancy in celebrating the mystery 
of the Incarnation. 


“Reflecting on the mystery of the 
Incarnation should move us_ to 
embrace our own humanity,’’ often 


_ hegated by the many faces of violence: 
-war, oppression, addictions, child 


abuse and molestation, the director 
said. 

The season of Advent calls the 
faithful to recognize God’s presence in 
the Mass and in people, Sister 
Nicgorski continued. ‘‘We_ should 
recognize our own spark of divinity as 
temples of the Holy Spirit,’’ realizing 
“‘we are the body of Christ and Christ 
is like us in everything except sin.” 

Advent liturgies call the assembly to 
serve each other and to reach out to the 
poor and oppressed, she said, citing

Bishops ask 
Vatican 

to revise 
statement

WASHINGTON — The U.S. bishops 
approved more than a half dozen reports 
and statements during their Nov. 14-17 
general meeting, including a document 
urging the Vatican to throw out its first 
draft of a statement on the theological and 
legal competence of national bishops’ 
conferences. 

The report to the Vatican challenging 
its draft statement on _ bishops’ 
conferences, approved by the bishops 
205-59, drew the most discussion of all the 


“documents voted on during the meeting 


in Washington. Other documents 
approved by the bishops included: 

— New guidelines for lay preaching 
which outline circumstances when lay 
people can and cannot preach at liturgical 
services. 

— A statement opposing government 
sanctions levied against employers who 
hire illegal aliens. 

— A report on food and agriculture 
urging increased attention by the church 
to such issues. 

— A statement urging greater 
religious freedom behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

— A resolution marking the 10th 
anniversary of their 1978 pastoral 
statement on the handicapped. 

— A report reaffirming their 
commitment to their nearly 20-year-old 
domestic anti-poverty program, the 
Campaign for Human Development. 

The bishops put off voting on two 
documents which had been on their 
agenda: a statement on Vietnam and a 
document on bishop-theologian relations, 
the latter after last-minute Vatican 
objections. 

The bishops’ report to the Vatican on 
national bishops’ conferences such as the 
NCCB was written by a panel of ex- 
presidents of the NCCB and said the 
Vatican draft issued earlier this year was 
not ‘‘suitable as a basis for discussion.’’ 
The Vatican draft takes a negative view of 
the teaching authority of bishops’ 
conferences and says they exist more for 
practical reasons rather than theological 
ones. 

Archbishop John L. May of St. Louis, 
NCCB president, said news reports 
characterizing the proposed report as a 
struggle between the bishops and the 
Vatican were ‘‘simply false.’’ He said 
bishops in Canada and Latin America 
also had objections to the document. 

The bishops’ newly approved food and 
agriculture report, developed by a task

LINDA VISTA — The University of 
San Diego High School, in light of three 
of its students being arrested for allegedly 
defacing a synagogue Nov. 13, has asked 
for prayers for the teens and their 
families, has extended love and peace to 
the Tifereth Israel community and has 
asked the synagogue’s rabbi to join them 
for prayer. 

Five teen-agers linked to the 
“‘skinheads’’ white-supremacist gangs 
were arrested Nov. 15, including three 
girls at USDHS, for allegedly spray- 
painting Nazi graffiti on the San Carlos 
synagogue. 

They were charged with felony 
vandalism on a house of worship. If 
convicted, they face a maximum three- 
year sentence under the California Youth 
Authority. 

Christian Brother Michael Wallgren, 
principal of University of San Diego High 
School, told Southern Cross Nov. 18, ‘‘I 
have asked the faculty and students to 
pray for the three students and their 
families. 

“We extend love and peace to the 
community of Tifereth Israel Synagogue. 


I’ve invited Rabbi Aaron Gold to come 
and pray with our students and faculty. 
He has accepted and we are planning a 
date and time.”’ 

Also, Brother Wallgren said, ‘‘Some 
(of the school’s) students and faculty will 
attend the ecumenical service at the 
Tifereth Israel Synagogue on Nov. 25. 

And, he announced, ‘‘We will re- 
double our educational efforts to be sure 
students are knowledgeable of and: 
sensitive to the holocaust.”’ 

‘Our school has been drawn closer by 
this tragedy. Students and faculty have 
discussed events of the last week and the 
importance of love and tolerance for all 
people,’’ he said. 

“‘Many parents and students have 
made public statements (such as to the 
news media) about the high quality of our 
programs and the loving environment at 
the University of San Diego High 
School,’’ Brother Wallgren said. 

The school’s handbook states that 
major offenses outside of school, 
including vandalism, are punishable acts, 
he said. 

Brother Wallgren declined comment 
regarding disciplinary actions the school 
might be taking against the students, 
indicating that it is an internal matter.

Truth of purgatory affirmed

Our Holy Father John Paul II urges us to say the 
rosary. “‘In it we remember sinners, that they may be 
converted and saved, and the souls in purgatory.”’ 

He adds that our path toward God is a path “‘that leads 
through this world and that goes, through purgatory, 
beyond this world’’ (Mary’s Motherly Love, May 13, 1982).

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Those pesky propositions on the ballot a few weeks ago 
will continue to teach us quite a few lessons. 
The insurance propositions demonstrated quite clearly 


‘the folly of trying to confuse voters with conflicting 


questions and reinforcing that confusion with negative 
advertising. 

The fact that the insurance industry could spend 
millions and millions of dollars on negative ads 
contradicted their poor-mouth philosophy that they 
couldn’t afford to lower rates. They were so busy putting 
down the other insurance propositions that they never 
clearly explained what their own measures would do. 

The trial lawyers fell into the same trap. They never 
showed what their proposition would really do, nor did 
they offer to lower any of their share of litigation, which 
many taxpayers consider outrageous. 

Proposition 103 showed that voters do trust Ralph 
Nader as a consumer advocate, the only one who really 
had their interest at heart. The question of whether or not 
it was the best of the insurance initiatives fell before the 
confusion that was generated by its opponents. 

Now, all of a sudden, the legislators in Sacramento are 
coming to the aid of the consumers. At least, they are 
holding meetings on the matter. This should have been 
done months ago, long before all this proposition 
jockeying became necessary. And we still have to wait to 

‘see if they will do anything constructive. 

The school bonds are also generating some questions. 
The $800 million for new school construction seems like a 
godsend. However, there are $4 billion worth of 
construction in the asking and planning stage. The 
educators can hardly wait for the next election to ask for 
more school construction: money 

Somewhere this has to end. Every sane and sensible 
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person should be in favor of the best of education for our 
children, and we should be paying well for those who 
teach them. 

But the educators keep trying to scare the voters with 
threats of double sessions and year-round schooling. 
Maybe we should investigate both of those as viable 
positions that might strengthen education and free more 
money to go around more adequately. 

The proposition to increase taxes on cigarettes was 
worthy of passing, but some of the opposition raised in the 
final days, such as that of Gov. Deukmejian, was 
surprising, to say the least. The corollary to this should be 
a message to the U.S. Congress to stop the subsidy for 
growing tobacco. 

It still seems strange to me that the God-fearing people 
in the Bible Belt, where tobacco is grown, are so 
adamantly in favor of government support for the growers 
but so full of condemnation for the users. Strange, 
indeed. 

The voters are generous in raising money for prisons 
and low-income housing, but they are equally unhappy 
about having them built in their neighborhoods. The 
NIMBY attitude, ‘‘Not In My Back Yard,’’ comes out 
everywhere when it comes to actually building these 
things. And we all shake our heads sadly when we read of 
prison riots or hear of homeless people. 

Some of those pesky propositions of November 1988 
will come back to haunt us before another Hallowe’en.

Do we pray with confidence? 


I’ve never had any trouble praying before. My parents 
brought me up to pray daily and in that way develop a close 
relationship with Our Lord. Don’t hesitate, I was taught, to 
call upon the Lord for help in times of trouble, but 
remember that God doesn’t always answer our prayers the 
way we want. Therefore, it’s probably best to pray for God’s 
will to be done in all things and trust him to watch over us.” 

I was always quite comfortable with this approach to 
prayer until a year ago when my family was struck with a 
crisis that continues to this day. Now, for the first time in my 
life, I’m struggling as I pray — should I simply pray for 
God’s will in all things and trust that he will watch over and 
guide my family through this crisis, or should I present my 
specific petition to Our Lord and confidently believe he will 
answer me? 

These two approaches to prayer seem to be mutually 
exclusive. On the one hand, every time we say the Our 
Father — ‘‘... thy kingdom come, thy willbe done...’ — we 
are reinforcing this pure and positive form of prayer. This is 
the way Christ taught us to pray, and we know God does not 
will evil things to happen to us, so we should be able to pray 
with a high degree of confidence and trust in God to make all 
things right. 

But how much confidence and trust do we really have? I 
know that during times of trouble in my life, I outwardly 
prayed for God’s will while inwardly prepared for him tolet 
me down. 

I knew that God would help me through whatever 
difficulties came my way, but I still expected him not to alter 
the negative outcomes of those crises situations — not 
exactly what you would call overwhelming confidence or 
trust in Our Lord. 

On the other hand, Christ also taught on numerous 
occasions to pray for our specific needs. During his public 
life, he raised Jairus’ daughter and the widow’s only son, 
healed the centurion’s servant and the woman who was 
hemorrhaging, granted sight to the blind, enabled the lame 


to walk, cured lepers and many more miraculous healings. 

In all cases he responded to specific requests and taught, 
among other things, that it was faith that healed these 
people, that fear is useless, and trust and confidence are 
needed. 

But having confidence in God to respond to our specific 
petitions is difficult. In times of trouble we do become 
gripped with fear, especially if the trouble is beyond our 
ability to control. When the available evidence tells us that 
our difficulties are of crisis proportions, the fear mounts. Yet 
this perfectly normal human emotion and response must be 
overcome if we are to trust in God and have the faith that 
Christ talked about. 

That’s not easy to do. My family and I are struggling with 
that confidence issue right now. Perhaps our success in 
replacing fears and negative expectations with trust and 
confidence in God may influence his response to our 
petition. Yet, even ifthe outcome is not what we expect and 
pray for, the experience we are going through has enabled us 
to at least try praying with aconfidence that has been lacking 
before. 

Perhaps the two approaches to prayer — one for God’s 
will to be done, the other for God to respond to a particular 
request — are not mutually exclusive. It is possible that they 
are both elements in a fuller prayer life. 

Maybe Christ was supplying us with guidelines to follow 
at different times in our lives. One thing that has become 
clear to my family is that our prayers must be characterized 
by confidence and trust in God: And for people like me, that 
can represent a real internal struggle.

SAN DIEGO — As the statue of Christ 
without hands stood in its traditional spot 
in front of Christ the King Church, 
inside, on Nov. 20, the new pastor called 
on the congregation to continue, into the 
next 50 years of the parish, being the 
hands of Christ to serve and reach out to 
one another.

Bishop Leo T. Maher, who presided at 
the liturgy, also officially installed Jesuit 
Father Michael Mandala as the new 
pastor during the Mass, though the priest 
succeeded Father Nicholas Farina, SJ, 
there July 31. 

As dean of the Cathedral Deanery, 
Father Ramon Marrufo, pastor of Our 
Lady of Angels parish, San Diego, 
presented Father Mandala to Bishop 
Maher. 

During the installation, members of the 
parish presented symbols of ministry to 
Father Mandala.

Pope beatifies Katharine Drexel

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II beatified Blessed Katharine Drexel, a 
wealthy Philadelphia heiress who founded 
a religious order and dedicated her life 
and fortune to helping blacks and Native 
Americans. 

At a Mass in St. Peter’s Basilica Nov. 
20, the pope said Blessed Drexel had 
recognized the ‘‘devastating effects of 
racism’? in 19th-and 20th-century 
America and ‘‘set out with determination 
to combat it.”’ 

Blessed Drexel ‘‘was no timid soul,’’ 
the pope said. 

“She seemed to grasp fundamental 
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truths which many of her contemporaries 
failed to grasp, for example, the truth 
about the equal dignity and worth of 
every human being, regardless of race or 
ethnic origin,’’ the pope said in a sermon. 

By donating her inheritance -- 
estimated at about $15 million in the late 
19th century -- she was able to take ‘‘bold 
initiatives to provide a high standard of 
education for those whom her society had 
neglected,’’ he said. 

She had the faith needed to ‘‘stand up 
courageously for the rights of the 


oppressed,’’ and did so in the most 
effective way -- by evangelizing, the pope 
said. 

Blessed Drexel eventually founded the 
Sisters of the Blessed Sacrament, whose 
350 members still work among blacks and 
Native Americans today. They are 
educators, nurses, home visitors, pastoral 
ministers and social workers.

related in the Gospel for the fourth 
Sunday of Advent. 

Believers can become more aware of 
the tangible presence of Christ in 
themselves and in others by ‘‘taking time 
out to pray and focus on the mystery of 
the Incarnation,’’ Sister Nicgorski 
emphasized. 

She noted time-honored customs that 
can enhance people’s observance of 
Advent. 

The Advent wreath, a symbol used in 
Catholic churches during Advent, 
originated as a custom in homes, the 
director said. 

Each of the four lighted candles in the 
wreath represents one week in Advent. 
One more candle is lighted on each of the 
four Sundays in the season. 

In her book ‘‘To Dance With God,”’ 
Gertrud Mueller Nelson, a Del Mar 
resident and mother of three children, 
describes lighting her family Advent 
wreath in a dark room. 

Seeing the light penetrate the darkness, 
smelling the pine boughs, praying and 
singing an Advent hymn — all combine 


to enliven the ritual by stimulating the 
senses, Nelson writes. 

The author also advocates using a 

“pyramid of light’’ for a centerpiece as a 
variation of the Advent wreath. 

The pyramid is made by joining three 
apples with dowels or chopsticks to form 
the triangular base and adding a fourth 
apple above them to form the tip of the 
pyramid. A candle is placed in the stem of 
each apple and lighted in the same 
manner as Advent wreath candles, 
Nelson explains. 

She also describes the Advent calendar 
as a tangible way of counting the weeks 
before Christmas. 

A homemade cardboard calendar can 
resemble a ‘‘house’’ with four shuttered 
windows for each week of Advent and a 
door symbolizing Christmas. Pictures, 
prayers or texts from the Sunday readings 
can be placed inside the shutters, Nelson 
writes. 

Advent calendars can be purchased at 
O’Connors Church Goods and St. Paul 
Catholic Book and Media Center, both in 
San Diego.

force headed by Archbishop John R. 
Roach of St. Paul-Minneapolis, calls for 
increased visibility for food and farm 
issues by establishing a joint 
subcommittee of the _ bishops’ 
international and domestic policy 
committees. 

Archbishop Roach told the bishops the 
nation’s food and agricultural system is 
plagued with problems that need urgent 
attention. 

The guidelines for lay preaching 
approved by the bishops tell when lay 
people can preach at liturgical services 
but do not change the centuries-old ban 
on lay people giving the homily after the 
Gospel reading at Mass. Bishops 
supporting the proposal said it would help 
them to address unique needs, such as 
when it would be advantageous for lay 
people to preach at a black Catholic 
liturgy. 


The guidelines still need approval of 
the Vatican. 


In their opposition to sanctions against 
employers hiring illegal aliens, the 
bishops said the immigration reform law 
approved by Congress in 1986 was not 
generous enough to aliens already in the 
United States. They called for new 
legislation to legalize aliens arriving in the 
country after Jan. 1, 1982, the current 
legalization cutoff date. 


Their statement.on religious liberty in 
Iron’ Curtain countries welcomes the 
Soviet policy of ‘‘glasnost’’ but urges 
U.S. efforts to oppose ongoing religious 
persecution. 


They also approved the continuation of 
the national Campaign for Human 
Development collection and made the 
campaign’s ad hoc committee of bishops a 
permanent committee in the U.S. 
Catholic Conference.

Bishops focus on life, 
health, farm issues 


SACRAMENTO — California’s 
Catholic bishops set ‘“‘life and death’’ 
issues, health care concerns and 


promotion of a just and sustainable 
agriculture as public policy priorities for 
1989 during their annual meeting Nov. 
3-4 in Sacramento. 

The bishops, who comprise the 
California Catholic Conference, also 
elected Bishop John S. Cummins of 
Oakland as the new president of the 
CCC. They elected Bishop Donald W. 


- Montrose of Stockton as vice president 


and Bishop Thaddeus A. Shubsda of 
Monterey as_ secretary-treasurer. All 
officers began their three-year terms on 
Nov. 4. 

By a unanimous vote, the bishops 
designated a range of respect for life, 
health care and agriculture-related issues 
as the top public policy issues to be 
addressed in the coming year. Among the 
actions to be taken related to the areas of 
respect for life and health care are: 

eResisting public funding for abortion 
and working with the respect life directors 
in the state’s 12 dioceses (including San 
Diego) to implement the bishops’ Pastoral 
Plan for Pro-Life Activities. 

eAddressing the economic and social 
realities that tend to lead people to 
‘‘choose death’’ by abortion, euthanasia, 
suicide, violent crime and capital 
punishment. 

eExamining the ethical dimensions of 
medical technology, with particular 
attention to questions regarding artificial 
provision of nutrition and hydration, and 
patient autonomy and dignity in health 
care decisions. 

Grass roots education on euthanasia 
and assisted suicide. 

Responding to the moral questions 
involved in the therapeutic use of fetal 


tissue and anencephalic babies, surrogate 
parenting, organ transplants and school- 
based clinics. : 

Applying the conference’s ‘‘Principles 
and Guidelines for the Development of 
Public Policy Regarding AIDS and AIDS 
Related Complex’’ (issued January 
1988). 

Analyzing from theological, economic 
and social perspectives, problems related 
to health care and access to health care. 

At their meeting the bishops called for 
efforts in the upcoming year to promote 


policies that will support family farming, . 


will oppose concentration of farm 
ownership and the industrialization of 
agriculture, and will support the dignity, 
health and economic rights of farmers and 
farmworkers. 


The conference’s concern for 
farmworkers, as well as for fostering 
regenerative agriculture, will focus 


mainly on the effect of regulation of 
pesticides and other toxic chemicals which 
endanger people’s health and the 
environment. 

The bishops also discussed proposals 
regarding pastoral ministry to 
incarcerated persons, which had been 
developed by a statewide task force of 
chaplains, detention ministers and others 
in prison ministry. _ 

These include how to provide adequate 
numbers of qualified chaplains to prison- 
ers and their families, how the priest 
shortage will affect chaplaincies and 
whether chaplaincies should be opened to 
non-ordained persons, and how state 
chaplains and detention ministers serving 
county and city facilities can collaborate 
in their efforts. The bishops asked for fur- 
ther study of these questions and directed 
the chaplains and detention ministers to 
develop more specified proposals.

remembrances of so many people that 
have been in this great community. It 
certainly was a very emotional experience 
for me.”’ 

St. Rose of Lima Church was 
established through the efforts of Msgr. 
Henry Eumanelen, one of the first 
Catholic priests sent by the Bishop of 
Monterey to establish missions in the 
South Bay area. Msgr. Eumanelen built a 
concrete church in the river bottom near 
the underpass in Otay during the first 
decade of the century. 

In 1916, a flood destroyed the church. 
A frame church was erected in Palm city, 
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but due to a shift in population, the 
mission was abandoned. The new pastor, 
Father Michael Egan, moved the church 
to a site at Third and Alvarado, Chula 
Vista. 


During the 1940s, the entire frontage 
on Third Avenue between Alvarado and 
H Streets was purchased. By 1950, a 
school, rectory and new church at Third 
and H were dedicated under the 
leadership of Msgr. Patrick Kenny, 
pastor at that time. 


After Vatican II, Msgr. Daniel Ryan 
(1964-1977) led the parish in erecting the 
present church.

At this parish up to 20 ministers of 
hospitality perform separate roles during 
Mass. Some greet members of the 
congregation upon their arrival; others 
seat the people and take up the collection; 
a third group prepares the Offertory gifts, 
the pastor said. 


These functions are also performed by 


different ministers of hospitality at St.. 


James Church, according to their 


coordinator, Roger Goodall. 


At one Mass half the ushers are 
women; some are ‘‘a husband-wife team, 
which keeps the family together,’’ he 
said. 


This ministry has ‘‘contributed to 
building a spiritual family’’ in the parish 
and decreasing the sense of isolation 
experienced by some _ parishioners, 
Goodall said. However, the parish ‘“‘still 
has a long way to go’’ in getting greeters 
for all the Masses, he said.

Winners sometimes lose

It’s hard to imagine a more romantic 
film about athletes than Taylor 
Hackford’s ‘‘Everybody’s All-American’’ 
(Warner Bros.). Director - Hackford, 
known for his ability to force romance 
into the most unlikely settings (‘‘An 
Officer and a Gentleman’’), has 
fashioned Frank Deford’s novel about the 
rise and fall of a Louisiana football hero 
and his wife into a sweeping saga that will 
grab even the most virulent football 
widows. 


When first we meet Gavin Grey 
(Dennis Quaid), nicknamed ‘“The Gray 
Ghost’’ for his effortless speed as star 
running back, it is 1956 and he is goading 
on his university team to Sugar Bowl 
victory. At the top of the heap and 
enjoying every minute of glory, he is 
worshipped by underclassmen, fans and 
especially his girlfriend, Magnolia Queen 
Babs Rogers (Jessica Lange). Blond and 
beautiful, Babs virtually ‘‘majors’’ in 
Gavin at the university. . The 
quintessential Southern belle, she gives 
up her shot at the Miss America title 
when it means she’ll have to postpone her 
marriage to Gavin for two more years. 


Rarely has a film so clearly evoked the 
exhilarating rapture felt by young people 
who have achieved their place in the sun 


before the reality and disillusionment of 
adulthood set in. Gavin and Babs are the 
golden couple we all envied as kids. 
Glorious to look at, romantic and so very 
sure of their future, these are people who 
don’t know the meaning of the word 
“‘failure.”’ 

As soon as he marries Babs (no one 
ever had a more romantic wedding night 
than this couple!) and leaves his secure 
niche on the university team for a career 
in pro football, Gavin’s sun begins to set. 
Surviving on faded memories of past 
football triumphs, Gavin deteriorates into 
a living relic as he finds it harder and 
harder to cope with the cold realities of 
pro ball and with the business of securing 
a responsible financial base for his rapidly 
expanding family. 

Babs, on the other hand, realizes her 


. responsibilities as wife and mother early 


on. No longer the belle of football circles, 
she disappears into the woodwork as a pro 
football nobody’s wife. As her respect for 
Gavin dwindles in the wake of his bad 
investments and irresponsible career 
choices, she takes up the slack and 
gradually makes a success at her own 
career. Unlike Gavin, she lives in the 
present, which in this case spans 1956 to 
1981, the year of their 25th college 
reunion. 

During those pivotal years, Hackford 
manages to encompass not only the 
changing roles of this couple within 


marriage and their community but also to 
impart the important cultural and 
political changes that impacted on the 
South. We see the rise of a poor black 
football player (Carl Lumbly) from 
shanty town to civil rights activist, fast 
food king and contender for the state 
legislature. Integration and women’s 
rights are among the volatile social issues 
peripherally touched upon here. 

The performances of Quaid and Lange 
are powerful throughout. There are no 
false notes even as they play happy, 
healthy young people who bask in’ the 
warmth of their fans’ adoration. As 
disillusioned, middle-aged adults, 
Quaid’s crewcut seems shrunken atop his 
booze-bloated face and sagging body and 
Lange’s once lily-white complexion is 
hardened by years of living on the edge. 

Also strong is Timothy Hutton as 
Donnie, Gavin’s idolizing nephew whose 
touching role as a loving confidante to 
Babs and future college professor acts as a 
signpost to the landmark social and 
political changes that are swirling around 
them. 

The movie contains some brief sexually 
explicit scenes, a flash of nudity and an 
incident of marital infidelity, a bloody 
violent encounter and some vulgar 


language.

Readers urged to love their enemies 


MAKING FRIENDS OF ENEMIES: 
Reflections on the Teachings of Jesus, 
by Jim Forest; NY:Crossroad, 
1988;(112pp: $12.95hb) 


We are by now so accustomed to the 
scriptural admonitions about loving our 
enemies, that we probably don’t ‘‘hear’’ 
them any longer. But suppose we looked 
freshly at Jesus’ words and started to ask 
questions such as: Who are my enemies, 
how do I love them, and why should I 
love them? Where can we find the 
answers? Reading this book would be a 
good start. 

The book is short and the chapters are’ 
only a few pages each. It is a very 
accessible book. This isn’t to say that it is 
simple or simplistic. What it says is 
profound. 

Each chapter has a theme, usually 
reflected in the chapter titles, such as 
“‘Loving Where Love Is Impossible,”’ 
“Doing Good to Our Enemies,’’ 


“‘Forgiveness,’’ ‘‘A Life of Recognizing 
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Jesus,’’ “‘What Does It Mean To Love?”’ 
The themes are fleshed out with either 
the author’s own experiences or with 


accounts conceraing other people. 
Interspersed throughout almost every 
chapter are words from the Gospels that 
highlight the theme. 


The cumulative effect is to show 
practical ways that people have lived the 
words of Jesus. This allows one to see how 
many ways there really are to put these 
teachings into practice. It also causes one 
to reflect anew on these words, to perhaps 
hear them as though for the first time, 
and to begin to see how they might 
uniquely apply to one’s own life. 


The unifying factor in all of this is love. 
Not what so many today think of as love 
— the amorphous, proverbial ‘‘warm 


fuzzy.’’ As Father Zosima, a character in 
Dostoyevsky’s ‘‘The Brothers 
Karamazov’? whom Forest quotes, 
explains, ‘‘Love in action is a harsh and 
dreadful thing ... active love is labour and 
fortitude... ’’ For Forest, one person who 
best exemplifies this is Dorothy Day, 
founder of the Catholic Worker 
movement. 


There are dozens of others whose 
inspiring examples fill these pages. They 
range from St. Francis of Assisi, to 
Thomas Merton, to Rosa Parks, who 
simply wanted a seat on a Montgomery, 
Ala., bus, to many whose names are not 
known, but whose deeds speak loudly. 


After reading this book, you won’t feel 
quite the same way about your 
“fenemies.’’ In fact, you may wonder if 
there really is such a thing. Or as the 
cartoon character Pogo said, ‘‘We have 
met the enemy and he is us.”’

San Diego hosts youth 
ministry conference

SAN DIEGO — Over 1,500 youth 
ministers and other diocesan and parish 
personnel from all over the country are 
expected to attend the 22nd National 
Conference on Catholic Youth Ministry 
Nov. 30 through Dec. 3, at the Town and 
Country Hotel in Mission Valley. 


This is the first time the Diocese of San 
Diego has sponsored the event.

Taking time for prayer can open eyes of faith 


Dear Bob, 

I lost my close cousin to the Navy and 
I’ve been feeling very depressed. 

The same week I found out the people I 
work for are just using the workers, 
including me, and one of my closest 
friends has quit because of it. Now I feel 
worse. 

I feel trapped in a corner and I can’t see 
a way out. Because I’ve buried my 
emotions inside, I find it hard to talk to 
people about this. What should I do? 

Down and Out 


Dear Down and Out, 

I get a sense of the feelings you are 
dealing with, but it is hard for me to know 
exactly what is happening to you. I’m 
guessing you feel alone, drained and 
without support, energy or purpose. 

You want things to get better and you 
doubt that they will. I get the feeling your 
life feels like an overcast day, cold, dark 
and cloudy. 

The most important suggestion I have 
is that you find someone to talk to about 
how you feel. This person should be an 
excellent listener, and if possible, be 
willing to. meet with you regularly — 
perhaps a school counselor or your youth 
minister. Whoever it is, the person you 
choose will be a source of support to you. 
He or she will listen to you, offer 


suggestions and feedback and keep you . 


honest in your view of the world. Because 
they can be more objective than you can, 
they may see options which you don’t. 

Another suggestion would be for you to 
get busy. Make yourself get up early and 
exercise. Look for opportunities to be 
active. Join clubs at school or go out for 
. sports. Don’t allow yourself to sit and 
wallow in your depression. 

Take time everyday for prayer. Make it 
part of your morning ritual in preparing 
for the day. Ask the Lord to walk with 
you throughout the day. Ask him to open 
your eyes to the good things and thank 
God when you see them. 


Dear Bob, 

I used to pray daily to God on a regular 
basis, but for the last year and a half I 
haven’t been praying unless I am in 
church. I don’t know what’s happened. 
Please help!

Dear Romin’ 

What has happened to you is very 
common. Everyone experiences a time 
when they drift away from the Lord. 
Some refer to this as a ‘‘desert time’’ in 
their relationship with God. 

During this time you feel a little lost. 
You question your beliefs. You feel an 
aloneness that is hard to describe. You 
wander in the desert. 

This is a time essential to building 
faith. Think back to some of the Bible 
stories that refer to the desert. The entire 
people of Israel wandered for 40 years, 
only to emerge with a completely new 
relationship with the Father. Jesus 
entered the desert to face the mightiest of 


his temptations, perhaps feeling many of 


the same emotions you are now feeling. 

The desert isn’t a comfortable place to 
be, but it will change you. When you 
emerge, you will know God in a different 
way than you did when you entered. 

I suggest you set aside a time everyday 
for some prayer. It doesn’t have to be 
long. Try setting your alarm ten minutes 
earlier. Get up, get ready for school and 
then-pray before you leave. Make it part 
of your morning routine. Talk to your 
youth minister or parish priest for some 
more ideas. 


Dear Bob, 

I have a close female friend who is 
going out with a guy that is, I feel, a 
negative influence on her. 

She has used drugs on occasion. But 
now he has pulled her into heavy usage of 
alcohol, marijuana, and crystal-meth. 

How do I tell her that this guy is bad for 
her without sounding like a hypocrite 
because I have experimented with drugs. 

Also, I am a male and do not want it to 
sound as if I were doing it for personal 
gain.

Dear B.W.D., 

You aren’t going to like this. There 
probably isn’t anything you can say to her 
that will motivate her to leave him. Under 
normal circumstances, people don’t like 
being told the person they have chosen to 
spend time with is a loser. It makes them 
defensive. Add to that the fact that your 
friend is using drugs and already denying 
the danger she is in, and the situation 
comes up looking pretty grim. 

While it may seem like the boyfriend is 
the problem, the real issue here is the 
drug use. Because she uses often, chances 
are good she is addicted. Until she frees 
herself of that addiction and those things 
in her life that support the addiction, she 
will continue screwing up her life. 

The problem is that chemical addiction 
is a disease which impairs the reasoning 
ability of those afflicted by it. As long as 
the disease is in control, she will do 
whatever she has to feed her addiction.

Los obispos aprueban declaracién contra sanciones 


El Obispo Chavez dice 
que las sanciones causan 
discriminacion contra latinos 


a (am SAN DIEGO — El Obispo Auxiliar de San Diego, 


Monsefnor Gilberto E. Chavez, inform6 al Southern Cross el 
22 de Noviembre que los Obispos de los Estados Unidos en 
su junta del 14 al 17 en Washington, D.C., aprobaron una 
declaracién pidiendo una interpretacidn mas indulgente de 
la ley de amnistfa en oposicidn a las sanciones 
gubernamentales impuestas contra los que emplean a 
inmigrantes indocumentados. 

El Obispo Chavez dijo que las sanciones han resultado en 
“‘discriminacién’’ contra personas que son 0 que parecen 
ser latinoamericanas.”’ 

Los obispos convinieron en sostener medios legales, 
utilizando el proceso politico, para una interpretacion mds 
indulgente de las sanciones, dijo el Obispo Chavez. 

En la junta, Monsefior Roger Mahony, arzobispo de Los 
Angeles, dijo que el Comité de los Obispos de Estados 
Unidos sobre la Migracidn, en el cual él sirve y que 
desarrollé la declaracion, habfa tratado de ‘‘evitar el decir a 
los que dan empleo que debfan romper la ley ...

WASHINGTON — Los obispos estadounidenses 
aprobaron mas de media docena de informes y 
declaraciones durante su reunién general entre el 14 y el 
17 de Noviembre, incluyendo a un documento que insta 
al Vaticano a desechar su primer borrador de una 
declaracidn sobre la competencia teoldgica y legal de las 
conferencias episcopales nacionales.
